Youth Must Again Learn 
Useful Things Of Life 
Asserts Noted Columnist 


WINNIPEG, Feb. 


27.—(CP)—Dorothy Thompson, 


noted United States newspaper columnist and commentator 
on world affairs, in an interview here yesterday described a 
post-war era in which “the youth of the world must again 
learn how to walk, how to dig ditches and build things with 


their hands.” 


“The things which they are 
given to build must be useful. We 
must show the youth of America 
that a year out of their lives will 
rebuild their country,” Miss 
Thompson said. She was in Win- 
nipeg to address a Victory Loan 
rally last night. 

Miss Thompson said the post-war 
world must first be a world “of 
social justice and social respons- 
ibility, a world in which the Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples will be united 
in a common purpose.” 


FAVORS UNION 

Asked about a possible customs 
union between Canada and the 
United States, the columnist said: 
“Of course we will want that and 
a great deal more. I want to see 
a union of all the English-speaking 
peoples. I do ngt mean legalistic 
union of constitution. I would like 
to see rather a union of free trade 
and free exchange between us of 
goods and people and ideas and 
ideals. Our people should be free 
to move in and out of all the coun- 
tries, We should be united in 


*Y strength. We should not try to 
disarm each other as we did in 
1922.” 

“But inside the countries the 
youth must be imbued with a 
vision of a better world which 
they would build,” Miss Thomp- 
son sa.d, “and at tne same time 
the young people would be taught 
that they must accept responsibil- 
ities in return for citizenship.” 
People improved their minds by 

working with their hands. “Thus 
every young man and woman 
should be compelled to spend a 
year in some kind of service to the 
state, either in military camps or 
labor camps. 

“We must show the youth of Am- 
erica that a year out of their lives 
will rebuild their country. The 
disgraceful sores of our cities can 
be torn down and fine new build- 
ings erected in their places.” 

Young people would never again 
accept the plea that something 
could not be done for lack of 
money, she suid, for they would 
realize that all that was needed was 
the natural resources of the country 
—and their labor.

“In 1941, we got 2,000 aircraft from 
this country but we sent more than 
9,000 overseas,” he declared. “We 
imported 200 tanks but we sent 
abroad 3,000. We have had to take 
appalling risks with the safety of 
Great Britain by sending vital war 
material at critica] times to other 
theatres of war. 

“T hear it said that Britain sits 
behind 3,500,000 bayonets in her 
island fortress and leaves the fight- 
ing to her friend. 

“Two million of those soldiers 
are home guards whose full-time 
work is in war industries, The 
other 1,500,000 have got to defend 
something like 3,000 miles of 
coasts and 90,000 square miles in- 
side them. 

“Certainly, I do not think that the 
idea of the British Isles being over- 
insured is one that would be ac- 
cepted by any responsible military 
opinion.” ‘ 

Lord Halifax said 70 per cent of 
the Empire's casualties on land 
were borne by the Rritish Isles asd 
“at sea they have been heavier

+ Victory for Hitlerism would bring 
a war against the unarmed within 
nations and above all a war against 
Christianity, Miss Thompson warned 
when she spoke, 

But, she continued: 


“GREAT WORDS” 

‘United Nations’, those are great 
words, Had we’ pronounced them 
in 1936 and meant them in reality, 
this war would never have been 
moving upon us like a torrential 
wave, But that we have pronounced 
them now, at long last, is the por- 
tent that though we failed to escape 
this destiny, we shall master it.” 

Miss Thompson criticised what 
she described as some people, who 
still speak ef this wer as though 

it were the war of 1014-18, 

“This is no such wer,” she said. 
“This on the part.of our enemies is 
their permanent war—the war for 
war—the war that cannot be ended 
until a type of mind is defeated and 
extinguished in this world.” Those 
who talk of negotiating “peace” are 
those who have no eyes to see what 
is happening and what has hap- 
pened, she said. .

People all over Canada should be 
proud of Saskatchewan; the first 
of the provinces to reach its Victory 
Loan objective. For no other province 
has come through so gruelling an ex- 
perience as Saskatchewan in the last 
twelve years. It felt the full impact of 
the depression, but it was hit harder by 
drought than by low prices and all the 
other paralyzing effects of the great 
slump. And the province has _ not 
shared as largely as others in the in- 
dustrial and business activity caused 
by the war. 

That a province so crippled by the 
combined forces of world stagnation 
and successive crop failures should 
subscribe well over $8,000,000 in eight 
days is fine proof of the moral and 
mental resources of its people, for the 
money came out of pockets which in 
the great majority cannot be well-lined 
and upon which there are accumulated 
demands for long delayed family needs. 
Saskatchewan people have come nearer 
than the people of any other province 
to the point of sacrifice in their effort 
to help finance the war. Hats off to 
them! 


The Time Factor 


While the Canadian-American joint 
defence board is studying alternative 
routes for the Alaska highway, the 
United States military authorities are 
studying the prior question of whether 
a highway should be built—or whether 
improved communications with Alaska 
should be secured by putting more 
ships on the “inside passage” and trans- 
port planes on the new airline through 
Edmonton to the Yukon and thence to 
Alaskan terminals. 

Decision on the latter question will 
have to be made before the defence 
board’s preference could mean the 
starting of construction. Since the 
road is desired mainly for military pur- 
poses time is the important factor, and 
if it is to be built the building should 
get under way as quickly as possible. 

The same factor — time — should 
weigh with the defence board in favor 
of the Alberta route. From the inter- 
national boundary to Peace River there 
is already a highway “in being,” cover- 
ing perhaps one-third of the whole dis- 
tance. This section would require im- 
proving and hard surfacing, but new 
construction could start at once from 
Peace River with both road and railway 
transportation available for taking in 
supplies. The highway can therefore 
be completed more quickly by this than 
by any other route. 


The Singapore Mind 


Refugees from Singapore, who left 
the lost fortreas before it capitulated, 
have reached “a British port”. The 
story they tell is humiliating, but for 
that very reason deserves attention. It 
is the old story of unpreparedness— 
and of failure to try to make up for un- 
preparedness even when the enemy 
was creeping daily nearer through the 
jungles of Malaya. There were no air 
raid shelters, and none building until 
the Japanese planes were showering 
bombs on the garrison and_ civilians. 
Machine-gun posts were not built until 
the bombers were overhead. The city 
lights blazed at night. Merry-making 
went on as usual. The A.R.P. organiza- 
tion was little more than a name. “Un- 
til the bombs came down we did not 
know there was a war. Everything 
was gay”; in these words one of the 
evacuees summarized the state of af- 
fairs in the Gibraltar of the East on 
the eve of the attack. 

Speaking in the House of Commons 
the other day, Mr. Churchill declined to 


“speculate” on the reasons for the fall | 
of this great bastion of Empire; to do | 


so would be “untimely” and bootless. 
It is to be hoped the time will come 
when the Prime Minister can describe, 
as none could do so well, the official 
apathy and popular 
cost the Empire its second stronghold, 
an army of 100,000 men, uncounted 
ships, and great stores of ill-spared 
supplies, 

Meanwhile the moral, for Canada, 
and for every other one of the United 
Nations, is plain beyond need of words, 
Singapore was a $400,000,000 demons- 
tration of what ineptitude can do to 
help the enemy, 


Leave It To Parliament 


Prime Minister King has appealed 
to Canadians of all parties to vote 
“ves” when the election-pledge plebis- 
cite is submitted, and Mr. Hanson has 
urged all members of the Conservative 
party to do so, This was to be expect- 
ed, as it may also be supposed the vot- 
ers will in great majority do as they 
are asked—and would have done with- 
out the asking, 

It could hardly be that while calling 
for an “all out” war effort the public 
should refuse to free parliament from 
all restrictions to such an effort being 


unconcern which | 


made, The only existing restrictions 
are the no-conscription pledges given 
by both the Government and the Con- 
Servative party in the election cam- 
paign two years ago. Those pledges 
annulled, parliament will be free—as it 
should be—to employ whatever meth- 
ods and measures may be necessary to 
raise men for oversea service, as it is 
already free to act as circumstances re- 
quire in all other matters, 

The Prime Minister refused to com- 
mit the Government or parliament to 
any line of action in advance, other 
than to say that men will be conscript- 
ed for oversea service if and when that 
i8 necessary, provided the pledges are 
cancelled by the voters. To go farther 
would compel the electors to either 
order conscription or forbid it—and 
leave parliament still without freedom 
to make a decision which properly be- 
longs to it if representative government 
is a reality. 

The plebiscite should carry, and 
carry by a tremendous majority. Not 
because conscription is needed now, for 
it is not needed now. But because it 
may be needed later on; and because 
the present situation may be misunder- 
stood, and misrepresented, abroad as 
well as at home. Hitler would be 
pleased if the voters refused to restore 
complete freedom e parliament. 


Holding the election-pledge plebis- 
cite will cost, it is estimated, $1,500,- 
000. If the point is thus established 
that election pledges in future must be 
treated as binding, the public will 
cheerfully put up the money, for no 
investment could bring larger divi- 
dends if history Fe anything. 


The Minister of Justice has been 
given power to exclude any or all per- 
sons from protected areas. This avoids 
the danger that Tokyo might claim 
racial discrimination—and adopt repri- 
sals—if Japanese, because of their ra- 
cial origin, were singled out for removal 
from the protected zone in British 
Columbia. That is a danger to which 
a lot of people who should know better 
seem to have been curiously blind— 
or recklessly indifferent, 


By round-about route — which for 
some reason is the only way govern- 
ments at war communicate with each 
other—Tokyo has sent information to 
Ottawa that 1689 Canadian soldiers 
were taken prisoner when Hong Kong 
capitulated. As there were 1985 offic- 
ers and men in the contingent sent 
there, this leaves 296 unaccounted for. 
Some of these may not have been killed 
in the fighting, and may turn up later. 
If not, the proportion lost, around 15 
per cent, is smaller than has been 
generally anticipated.

Archbishop Steps Down 


Cable despatches from London told 
recently that the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury had announced his resignation, 
The Archbishop's statement in that con- 
nection to the Convocation of Canter- 
bury, printed below, is a moving and 
historic document, 


“I have asked the members of Convo- 
cation to assemble in full Synod in order 
that I may make a personal statement 
which may be of some importance in the 
life.of this country and of the Church of 
England, indeed of the Anglican Church 
throughout the world, It is that I have 
come to the decision that it is my duty to 
Tesign the high office which I hold. The 
procedure prescribed for the unusual 
event of the resignation of an Archbishop 
has been followed. His Majesty the King 
has been pleased to give his approval. The 
resignation will take effect on March 31. 

“It may well be thought that some 
explanation of my resignation is required. 
For I am thankful to say that my bodily 
health is excellent and I am not conscious 
of any serious diminution of such powers 
as I may ever have ed. It is true, 
at my age it is inevitable that I should feel 
more tired than I used to be by the pres- 
sure of duties and responsibilities and not 
least by unceasing correspondence—a 
pressure which none can realize but the 
man who has to bear it, 

“In spite of this, in ordinary times I 
might have been able to continue my 
work for a few years longer. But the times 
are not ordinary, We are passing through 
the greatest crisis which the country has 
had to meet in all its long history, The 
times demand from those who have any 
responsibilities of leadership an ardor, a 
vigor, a decisiveness of mind and spirit 
which cannot be expected of a man who 
is in his 78th year and who has for 33 
years borne the burden of the office of 
Archbishop, for 20 years as Archbishop 
of York and for the last 13 as Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 


Reconstruction 


“Further—and this is perhaps the chief 
reason for my decision—when this war 
is Over great tasks of reconstruction must 
await the Church as well as the State, 
The preparation for these tasks must be- 
gin now. It is clear that the preparation 
must be the work of those who will have 
the responsibility of undertaking the tasks. 

“For myself, after the lapse of a few 
years I cannot hope to retain even such 
a measure of vigor as I may have now. 
There is the inevitable temptation to say 
of schemes and plans of Church reform 
and reconstruction—-‘They cannot come in 
my time. It is not therefore for me to 
Give them -careful and responsible con- 
sideration’, This cannot be right. Thus I 
deem it my duty to hand over my charge 
to someone younger in years, more vig- 
orous in mind and spirit, who will be the 
better able to prepare now for post-war 
plans because he may expect to have a 
leading place in the endeavor to carry 
them out. 

“Again, it must not be forgotten that 
ag soon as the war is over the Lambeth 
Conference must meet. But for the war it 
would have met in 1940. After many meet- 
ings of the Consultative Body of the Con- 


ference I had made every preparation for 
its meeting then—the subjects to be dis- 
cussed, the committees, even some of the 
speakers, to discuss them. 

“All these preparations must now be 
scrapped. For the next Lambeth Confer- 
ence will meet in a new world, It may 
have a momentous influence in deter- 
mining the place of the Church in thet 
new world. Clearly the man who, God 
willing, will preside over the Conference 
is the man who ought to be making the 
preparations for it. I cannot be that man. 

“For even if the Conference met as 
early as 1944 I should then be 80 years 
old. It will be remembered that my 
revered predecessor, Archbishop David- 
son, resigned mainly because he was con- 
vinced that no man of that age ought to 
undertake a responsibility so exacting as 
presiding over the Lambeth Conference. 
And he who will preside must prepare. 

Burdens Of Office 

“For these and other reasons I am con- 
vinced that it is my duty to resign. I think 
I can honestly say that I have no selfish 
motive—no mere desire to escape from the 
burdens of office or the claims and calls 
of this time. You can realize what it 
means for any man who for long years 
has been in the very centre of great affairs 
of Church and State to contemplate a 
sudden withdrawal to some obscure place 
in the circumference, and to face in that 
place the restraints and inconveniences of 
very slender means. But these are not 
considerations which can be allowed for a 
moment to stand in the way of a clear 
sense of duty, 

“T cannot close without adding in all 
sincerity that in thus laying down my 
work TI am overwhelmed by the thought 
that so few of my hopes and ideals for it 
have been fulfilled, that I have accom- 
plished so little for the good of the Church 
and people. Because I know how much 
this manifold and manifest failure is due 
to my own faults and sins I must needs 
welcome the prospect of a few years when, 
by God's grace, I may be able to gain that 
communion with Him which has been so 
sadly broken by the incessant pressure 
of work, and to prepare aright for the last 
Stage in the journey of life. 

“Forgive me for having said so much. 
There is indeed much else I might have 
said—much in my heart which I cannot 
trust myself to try to put into words, I 
take my leave of this ancient Convocation, 
over which I have had the honor. to pre- 
side, with prayer that God may always 
guide its deliberations and that He may 
strengthen the Church which it represents, 
in the midst of all changes in the things 
that are seen and temporal to give its 
witness, with ever renewed faith and 
power, to the things that are unseen and 
eternal,”

State of Mind 


Tt has been obvious to almost everyone 
that the atest menace to the British 
Empire, within the vaca two years, has not 
been the forces of the Axis, but a state of 
mind prevailing among our own people 
which has prevented or, at least, retarded 
the full use of our facilities for combat- 
ting the Axis. 

It would be most unjust to infer that 
this state of mind arises from any dis- 
loyalty, Most of those who are inflicted 
with it are sincere and honest gentlemen 
who believe they have the interests of the 
Empire at heart, 

Their rea) trouble is that they are sen- 
timentally and financially attached to a 
system of thought which has been obsolete 
for fifty years and which, with the out-

It is the kind of thinking that clings to 
the old saw that “there is nothing new 
under the sun” and that every day and 
every age must necessarily be a replica, in 
fundamentals, of those that have gone 
before. 

This is the type of mind thal has been 
responsible for every blunder we have 
made. It was responsible for the debacles 
in Europe. It was responsible for Singa-

*And it will be responsible for the inde- 
fensible ition of the Canadian Pacific 
coast if the people of Canada permit it to 
have its muddling way. 


Property-Minded 


T have said that this type of mind is 
obsessed with the sanctity of money and 
property. 

This Nah eau in quality, of course, is 
only symbolic of its many entangled rami- 
fications and may have no great direct 
effect on the conduct of the war except in 
an illustrative way. 

Yet this faculty of property-minded- 
ness has appeared jin the war effort, 

It was apparent in the resistance, in 
England, to the conversion of private in- 
dustrial plants into munitions plants, 

It was apparent, in the Far East, in the 
reluctance to apply the scorched earth 
policy to Malaya in the vigorous and de- 
rave manner in which the Dutch applied 
{+ 

This reverence for money and property 
was seen by intelligent people to be a 
vicious anachronism years ago. It is the 
symbol, today, of a state of mind that is 
causing the Empire slowly, but not irre- 
trievably, to lose the war.

Wheat Acreage Bonus 

Editor, Bulletin: In the Edmonton Bul- 
letin of Feb, 6, Mr. Barrie states that after 
making a survey of 37 townships, he 
found the farmer received an average of 
30 cents per bushel above market price, 
through bonus and other assistance. He 
also states the average price of 50 cents 
per bushel, plus 30 cents bonus, gave the 
farmer 80 cents per bushel for wheat. 
What a beautiful bedtime story this is! 

According to reports on grain inspece 
tion, about 90 per cent of the wheat is 
grading No, 3 and 4 tough and damp, the 
price of which, when the farmer had to 
sel] the bulk of his grain to pay debts, 
was from 31 to 40 cents per bushel. 

Also, the average bonus paid in the 
Peace River District did not amount to 
3 cents per bushel. 

The 37 townships he speaks of must 
be staunch Liberals or Mr. Barrie is a poor 
mathematician. I defy him or any other 
Liberal propaganda peddler to produce 37 
farmers in the three western provinces 
who received 30 cents per bushel bonus, 
unless they had both hands in the political 
grab bag. 

Mr. Barrie states the wheat board has 
a deficit of $80,000,000. Two weeks prev- 
ious to this statement the wheat board 
published a report of a $60,000,000 deficit, 
It seems the deficit increased by $20,000,- 
000 in two weeks’ time. The wheat board 
is confiscating the farmer's wheat at a 
price below the cost of production and 
going “in the red”, $10,000,000 per week. 
I would like to know what the cost of 
administration is per bushel and what 
price per bushel the very efficient wheat 
board has received for the wheat sold up 
to date. 

This is the brand of efficiency that is 
responsible for not only poverty stricken 
and debt ridden farmers but also for Hong 
Kong and other similar disasters. 

Mr, Gardiner stated that the acreage 
bonus would be paid before harvest last 
fall to give the farmers some cash, to help 
pay harvesting operations, without going 
in debt, As a matter of fact after six 
months of arguing, chiseling and inspect 
ing there are still many farmers who 
have not received a cent to date, 

Mr, Gardiner also stated in an elec- 
tion speech of 1940, that the wheat board 
was in a position to pay the farmer 10 or 
12 cents per bushel on participation 
cheques of 1939, But, he stated they would 
wait until later when he figured the farme 
er could use the money to better advan- 
tage and also the board would then be able 
to pay even more than that amount. 

Shortly after the Liberals were returne 
ed to power they published a statement of 
a deficit on the wheat crop of 1939, I 
would suggest taking a million dollar 
plebiscite on that one, to find out what 
became of the 10 cent payment he bally- 
hooed in the election campaign.

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Dental Course 
Will Be Speeded 


The University of Alberta will 
accelerate its course in dentistry in 
the furtherance of the university's 
policy of providing more profes. 
sional and, technical men for the 
armed services, it was announced 
Thursday by Dr. Robert Newton, 
acting president. 

The dental speed-up course will 
start on June 1 and will proceed 
almost continuously, and will be 
similar to the speed-up in the medi- 
cal course announced eaflier this 
week. The medical course will be 
speeded on its last four years. 

Final details of the dental course 
speed-up have not been worked out 
yet, Dr. H, E. Bulyea, dental depart- 
ment stated, except that the first 
class will start on June 1, and will 
continue until December 31, .with 
the second class starting on Febru. 
ary 1, and continuing until August. 

Dr. Bulyea said it was not define 
ite if the speed-up would affect the 
single “pre-dent” year, which is the 
first year at the university for 
dental students straight from Grade 
12. 

The acceleration would affect 
more than 50 students who are 
registered in dentistry, This year’s 
class in dentistry will graduate in 
May, and most of the 15 members 
of the class graduating are entering 
some branch of service as dentists, 
Out of the 13 men who graduated 
last year, Dr. Bulyea said, 11 joined 
the dental corps of the army.

The Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board ts a dominating factor in 
dullding up s backbone for the 
maintenance of democratic prin- 
Cipies in Canada, Walter 8. Camp- 
dell, regional administrator of the 
board for Alberta, told 60 mem- 
ders of the Edmonton Junior 
Chamber of Commerce at their 
monthly dinner meeting in the 
Coronas hotel, Thursday evening. 

Mr. Campbell addressed the mem- 
bers on the object, scope, and meth- 
ods that the board is adopting in iis 
many fields of price and trade 
restrictions across Canada. Jack 
Weber, club president. was in the 
chair. 

Prior to Mr. Campbell's address 
the members heard reports from 
chairmen of several committees, 


SALVAGE DEPOTS 


Frank Pike, member of the sal- 
vage committee, outlined the pro- 
gress made to date in connection 
with organizing for a city-wide sal- 
vage campaign. He announced that 
five areas covering parts of the city 
have already been zoned off and 
that a sultable salvage depot has 
been established in each. 


Depots have beén established at 
the following places; Fort Trajl, 
Alberta avenue, Airport area, 
Norwood, and 119 street just north 
of Jasper. Mr. Pike urged mem- 
bers to assist with locating suit- 
able depots at the Highlands, West 
End and the South Side. 


The club members were also in- 
vited to participate in some salvage 
work at the central depot, Cushing 
building, 119 street, commencing at 
2 p.m. Saturday. 


TO 810P INFLATION 


Mr. Campbell stated that the sole 
object of the functions of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board was to 
stop inflation and the resulting 
Spread of chaos. misery, fear and 
hatred. ; 

He stated that one of the finest 
ways of holding off inflation, aside 
from board restrictions, was to in- 
vest in Victory Bonds, through 
which Canadian citizens are merely 
lending. money’ that would have 
been used for other purposes, into 
the more urgent needs of war. 

In 1942 there are hundreds of 
thousands more bank accounts }; 

Canada than there were in 19; 
and the net income in 1941 was 
$6,000,000,000 as compared with 
$3,750,000,000 three years previous, 
he said. This is a healthy con- 
dition that should not be injured 
by a trend toward inflation, he 
warned. 

The scope of the board includes 
Canadian industry, commerce and 
finance, and involves legislation 
over the regulating of prices on 
humerous articles including more 
than 200,000 commodities, rentals, 
transport, utilities, gasoline, tires, 
hotels, meals, milk and others. 


MAINTAIN DEMOCRACY 


He warned that business men and 
customers must be prepared to face 
the unavoidable Jack of supplies 
and the resultant drop in volume 
of supplies in many lines, 


He expressed the hope that the 
work of the board would event- 
usally be instrumental in prevent- 
ing the disaster of the post-war 
years of 1918 to 1929. 

It will save businesses and homes. 
Tt will build up a backbone in 
Canada for post-war rehabilitation 
of industry, and most important of 
all, it will seek to maintain demo- 
eracy, he stated.

Police Suspect 
Arson In Fire 
Chicken House 


Suspecting arson, city police 
and Fire Marshal Jack Booth are 
investigating a fire which almost 
completely destroyed a chicken 
house and killed 18 birds at 4 a.m. 
Thursday. The building was own- 
ed by Pete Myhaluk, 13304 117 
street, and was located at the rear 
of the house, 

Officials believe the fire may 
have been set by chicken thieves, 
who used matches to illuminate the 
interior of the building while they 
groped for the birds. Several 
feathers scattered around the out- 
side of the entrance have led to this 
belief. It is also pointed out that 
there was no stove in the building 
which might possibly have caused 
the fire. 

The investigation started when 
Mr, Myhaluk told police that he sus- 
pectéd arson. He stated that he did 
not have any known enemies who 
might possibly wish to cause him 
loss by burning down the chicken 
house. 


TOTAL LOSS 

The building was almost a total 
loss, and besides this 14 hens, two 
roosters and two turkeys were 
burned. 

Fire Marshal Booth stated Friday 
that there was no reason to suspect 
that any of the other chicken house 
fires which have been increasing 
with alarming rapidity since the 
cold weather set in, were deliber- 
ately lighted. He pointed out that 
most of these places are equipped 
with haphazard stoves, which in the 
majority of cases has resulted in 
fires. 


PROBE CONTINUES 

The investigation was being con- 
tinued Friday, and Chief Constable 
A. G. Shute stated that every effort 
would be made to locate the 
thieves if it was established that 
Mr. Myhaluk’s house had been 
fired by them,

It follows the natural 
water courses and gets lower as it 
goes northward until it rounds the 
northern end of the mountains go- 
ing into Alaska,” Mr. Martin said. 

“There is little doubt that in 
any future plans for attack on 
Japan, it will play an important 
part,” he said. He outlined the 
rush of traffic that would occur 
on completion of the road, with 
war supplies being sent to Alaska 
and even across Behring strait to 
bases in Russia. 

Aside from the military uses of 
the highway, he said it would open 
up territory south and west of the 
mining country around Great Slave 
and Great Bear lakes, a large part 
of which is forested and has possi- 
bilities as an agricultural area. 
There would be development of oil 
fields at Fort Norman and the 
Peace Block, as well as mining and 
farming, he said. 


HYDRO POWER

This was the first of a series of 
six weekly lectures to be given by 
speakers recognized as authorities 
on the different aspects of the ques- 
tion of marriage. The series was 
especially designed to assist young 
couples in laying the foundation for 
a happier future. 

CAUSE UNHAPPINESS 

Donald McAllister is chairman of 
the committee in charge of the pro- 
gtam and Phil Arledge, presided at 
the public meeting, Thursday. 

Miss Thompson traced the inher- 
ent characteristics of a person in 
babyhood and showed how psycho- 
logical adjustments continue in in- 
creasingly intensified form as the 
individual grows from childhood to 
maturity. 

She warned that many reasons 
for an unHappy married life lie 

in the failure of one of the 
couple to adjust himself or herself 
from the self-centred and in- 
dividualistic psychology of in- 
fancy to the co-operative and 
compromising psychology that is 
so essential in married life. 

There is no blueprint for happi- 
ness in married life, she stated. 


MUST TAKE STOCK 

Each couple must take stock and 
face frankly the characteristics that 
may endanger a happy married life, 
she advised. The first obstacle fac- 
ing newlyweds is the realization 
that they have lost the protection 
of a home and are now faced with 
the problem of home building on! 
their own. 

Marriage is a partnership and 
can't be anything else, she stated, 
and one of the prime welders of 
successful marriages is the carry- 
ing out of small courtesies, that 
“appear to be so little, but mean 
so much,” Miss Thompson stated. 

The next meeting will also be a 
joint gathering with Rev. Canon 
A M. Trendell speaking on “Phil- 
osophy of Marriage.”

There is one truism which stands 
without question and that is that 
there is no such thing as perfection 
in this life. Neighborhoods and 
neighbors are never perfect. The 
neighbor's children are more apt to 
be demons than angels. Our own 
conduct bears improvement as does 
our children’s. 

Once we have ceased to hunt and 
quibble over noticeable imperfect- 
ions we are in a posit'on to make 
a happy adjustment to them 

This business of neighborhoods. 
How often a mother recites her 
woeful story of having bought a 
nice home in a supposedly nice 
neighborhood only to be “cursed” 
with a neighbor who cannot see the 
faults of her own children, these 
same children being bad influences 
and trouble-makers for her own. 

It's always that way. Some 
children in every neighborhood 
are the teasing. tormenting kind 
of children. You, as a mother, 
have to recognize that fact and 
work from there. You can't move 
away and if you did the percent- 
age is great that you'd find the 
fame thing wherever vou went. 

Some children, because of age 
differences, do not make suitable 
companions for your child. If your 
children have tried hard to be ami- 
able and still can’t get along then 
decide that these children are not 
for them and look elsewhere. 

When the trouble-makers live 
next door and are the only children 
available as companions, then you 
have to act differently. I have a 
feeling that when a mother treats 
her neighbor's children as if she 
always expected the worst of them, 
that’s what she gets. If she treats 
them as if she thought them good, 
well-behaved children, they are 
quite apt to live up to her expect- 
ations. 

Tt wouldn't be possible for any 
child to grow up without getting 
into some arguments and squabbles 
with other children. Don’t take some 
episodes too seriously. Children ‘are 
over quarrels while the mothers 
still arre nursing their grievances. 

Children get a lot of excitement 
out of taunting each other about the 
most laughable absurdities, 

“You've” got no grandfather— 


you've got no grandfather,” yelled 
one urchin as he ran up the street.

He claimed the Alberta govern- 
ment was not to blame because 
some 1940 P.F.A.A. payments were 
not made. There was late filing 
of Alberta figures but the same 
situation occurred in Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba, Payments 
were refused by municipal, prov- 
incial and federal inspectors so it 
was not fair to pick out a prov- 
incial inspector and blame him, 
the minister argued. 

Mr, MacMillan said it was to be 
expected Saskatchewan would re- 
ceive more P.F.A.A. payments in 
1940 because 15,571,000 acres quali- 
fied in that province under P-F.A.A 
regulations, while in Alberta there 
were only 8,767,000 acres, Alberta 
farmers received $868,163, Although 
figures are impossible to 
obtain, it is estimated Alberta farm- 
lers paid more than $2,000.000 
through the one per cent deduction 
to pay for the plan's operation. 


BASED ON ESTIMATES 

Weaknesses in the federal legisla- 
tion which resulted in large num- 
bers of Alberta farmers not receiv- 
ing their payments, the minister 
contended, were that payments 
were based on estimates instead of 
threshing returns, only whole town- 

ships were considered and there was 
no office in Alberta causing delays 
in correspondence with the Regina 
office. 

The number of Alberta townships 
which qualified in 1941 were: 16 
with below four bushels production; 
288 with returns of four to eight 
bushels; 240 with eight to 12. Eighty 
are still under review and 517 were 
declared ineligible. 

Replying to a charge by D. J. 
McKinnon (Ind., Gleichen) that 
the proportion of provincial reve 
enues devoted to agriculture has 
declined steadily, the minister 
said many activities under the 
department in carlier years bave 
been eliminated from the depart- 
ment, the proportion was still 
sufficiently high and the main 
thing is not the proportion but 
the uge made of the money.
